(Note; Sierra Madre 
Community School will 
celebrate its 50th anniver¬ 
sary in April. We will run 
Zena Yamamoto’s ac¬ 
count of the school’s histo¬ 
ry in weekly installments. 
This is the second install¬ 
ment.) 

Goldberg’s connection 
to the Sierra Madre Con¬ 
gregational Church, 
through the Boy Scouts, 
proved helpful in securing 
the first site of the school. 
Under contractual agree¬ 
ment, the school was to be 
housed at the church on an 
independent basis until it 


could find further quarters. 

Volunteers were sought 
through newspaper ads for 
equipment and toy build¬ 
ing. Parents and other in¬ 
terested persons built 
blocks and climbing struc¬ 
tures on weekends until 
the opening of the school. 

The church lacked an 
outdoor play area, so the 
parents group submitted a 
petition to the City Coun¬ 
cil to have a portion of the 
adjacent Memorial Park 
fenced in for use by pre¬ 
schoolers. The group 
agreed to fund the project, 
and to use the site as a pub- 
lic place during non¬ 
school hours, and the City

approved. 

Local civic groups such 
as the Lions Club, the 
Woman’s Club, and the 
Civic Club helped with 
park yard donations. 

With 25 families en¬ 
rolled, the school was 
opened on April 14, 1947. 
The school was set up 
much as it is today. 

Mothers (now mothers 
or fathers) were required 
to assist in the classroom 
one or more times month¬ 
ly. “Mother Teachers’’ 
were asked to work twice 
a week in the same group, 
serving as sort of parapro- 
fessionals. These mothers 
attended regular inservice 
meetings, were more ex¬ 
tensively trained, and had 
more responsibilities. 


Mothers who were un¬ 
able to work regularly in 
the classroom could assist 
with cleaning, typing, sew¬ 
ing, and painting. Fathers 
were asked to work every 
three months on general 
ground maintenance, 
cleaning, and repair work. 
They were responsible for 
designing and building 
play equipment. 

Enrolled parents were 
members of the associa¬ 
tion, which voted on a 
board of directors who car¬ 
ried out the business of the 
school. 

Handwritten notes from 
a 1947 committee meeting 
to elect the first board- 
members showed con¬ 
cerns about the position of 
president that were indic¬ 


ative of the time. In dis¬ 
cussing the qualities the 
president ought to possess, 
a debate arose as to wheth¬ 
er a male or female might 
be more suitable for the 
post. Some argued that a 
male would be more ac¬ 
ceptable to the communi¬ 
ty, and “more able to work 
above personality frictions 
that are perhaps more like¬ 
ly to occur with a female 
leader.” This argument 
notwithstanding, Dorothy 
Tiller was elected the first 
president. 

The first couple of years 
were very busy at the nurs¬ 
ery school; the enrollment 
gre'W from 25 families to 
more than 100. 

It was also during this 
time that Maijorie Green,

along with Dr. Elizabeth 
Woods, Supervisor of 
Guidance and Counseling 
for Los Angeles City 
Schools, wrote what be¬ 
came something of a leg¬ 
endary book in the nursery 
school world. The first edi¬ 
tion, entitled “A Hand¬ 
book for Beginning Nurs¬ 
ery School Teachers,” 
gave advice to teachers 
and assistants on eating, 
sleeping, toileting, social 
adjustments, and emotion¬ 
al disturbances. 

Profits from this hand¬ 
book were generously giv¬ 
en to the nursery school as 
the beginning of a scholar¬ 
ship fund. The book dif¬ 
fered from child develop¬ 
ment books of the day in 
that it was a practical 
guide, and included such 
pragmatic details as the 
types of equipment to 
make, how to have a nurs¬ 
ery school staff meeting, 
and how parents could ap¬ 
ply nursery school routines 
at home. 

The handbook also in¬ 
cluded philosophical do’s 
and don’ts, which were re¬ 
spectful of a child’s indi¬ 
viduality and inherent dig¬ 
nity. For example, in dis¬ 
cussing the subtle ways 
that praise can be inappro¬ 
priate, the handbook says: 

“Do not flatter a child

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Keeping Sierra Madre’s 
History Aiive 


By Dan Oakes 

In a town as rich in his¬ 
tory as Sierra Madre, pre¬ 
serving some of that histo¬ 
ry is certainly a worth¬ 
while task. One of the 
greatest resources that any 
historian has is the person¬ 
al accounts of the people 
who lived through that his¬ 
tory. Jayne Kistner has 
made it a labor of love to 
record the oral histories of 
some long-time Sierra Ma- 
dreans. 

Jayne has coordinated 
over 100 oral histories. 
Now, years after she first 
started the project, its im¬ 
portance sinks in; 25% of 
interviewees have passed 
away. First, the interviews 
were recorded on tape. The 
interviewers were asked to 
focus on Sierra Madre, and 
keep an air of casual con¬ 
versation. Says Kistner, 
“It’s a lot of work, but it’s 
very rewarding.” 

The oral histories are 
taking on a new look now, 
though; Marjorie “Mama 
Pete” Peterson’s history 
was the first to appear in 
book form. Said Mama 
Pete, “I felt honored that I 
was the first one printed. I 
bought one for everyone in 
my family for Christmas.” 
The 44-page book, full of 
memories and pictures, 
came out last December, 
ideal for Christmas gifts. 


The December, 1996 re¬ 
lease date was over seven 
and a half years after 
Mama Pete was inter¬ 
viewed by Linda Larson. 

The next book to be 
printed will be the history 
of Jack and Althea Butler. 
Jayne calls Jack her inspi¬ 
ration for the stories, re¬ 
counting a day she spent 
with him in Los Angeles in 
1988, a day filled with 
Jack’s memories of years 
past. Writes Jayne, “The 
last time I saw Jack was at 
my post when he came in 
to vote. I could see that 
Jack was tired, and he 
smiled when he saw me, 
and said, ‘Wasn’t that a 
wonderful day?’ his face 
aglow with the memory. 
‘Yes, Jack, it certainly 
was,’ I replied. I walked 
Jack out after he voted, and 
noted that his walk had 
become slow and labored. 
We sat down on a bus 
bench together and after 
Jack caught his breath, he 
got up to walk the rest of 
the way home. ‘Would 
you like some company. 
Jack?’ I asked. ‘No, that 
little rest was just what I 
needed.’ As I watched 
Jack slowly walk home, I 
cried, knowing that this 
was the last time I would 
see him. Only a few short 
months before, we had 
spent that day together 
downtown. Had we not

gone then, our trip down¬ 
town would not have hap¬ 
pened. My only regret was 
that had our trip been re¬ 
corded, exact details of 
that day would have not 
been forgotten. It was then 
that I decided that the Oral 
History of Sierra Madre 
would be written to pre¬ 
serve the wonder and mag¬ 
ic of the past.” 

Jayne has been a Sierra 
Madre resident since 1958, 
and her husband George 
since 1938. She calls Sier¬ 
ra Madre “A great place to 
live for someone like my¬ 
self with an avid interest in 
history.” 

Kistner’s list of ac¬ 
knowledgements is long, 
but includes her interview¬ 
ers, who donated their 
time. The staff of the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Library, and the 
Civic Club, the Martin 
Family, and the Friends of 
the Sierra Madre Library, 
for their financial support. 

City Librarian Toni 
Buckner says that she 
loved the idea at its outset, 
and that she’s “very 
pleased” with the printed 
copy of Mama Pete’s his¬ 
tory, and is looking for¬ 
ward to getting more. 

If you weren’t on Mama 
Pete’s Christmas list, the 
Sierra Madre Library has a 
copy of the book on her 
history.

Tales of the 
Trail - ‘This 
one goes to 
Hoegees” 

by Dr. William White 

Last weekend we were 
surprised at the Trail Inn 
when Lucille Hoegee 
walked in with a big smile 
on her face and twinkle in 
her eye for she had finally 
found the rare lost photo of 
Vint’s father. Lucille said 
she married Vint Hoegee 
after he quit mule packing 
and she remembered see¬ 
ing the old picture. The 
rare photo shows Ariel 
Hoegee (Vint’s father) 
moving a piano to Hoe- 
gee’s Camp way back 
about 1910 into the Big 
Santa Anita Canyon on the 
Sturtevant Trail. The dis¬ 
tance from Sierra Madre 
up the Sturtevant Trail to 
Hoegee’s Resort was 
about 5 miles. In 1910 
there was no road into 
‘The Big Santa Anita.” It 
wasn’t until about 1935 
that the road was put 
through to Chantry Flat 
making the rare occasion 
of a piano delivery into the 
Big Santa Anita Canyon 
much easier. 

Mountain Resorts 

During the hiking era, 
1900-1938, in the moun¬ 
tains behind Sierra Madre, 
there were a number of 
popular mountain resorts 
and camps. The old Mt. 
Wilson Trail and the Stur¬ 
tevant Trails led to these 
resorts. From reading 
John Robinson’s book, 
“The San Gabriels,” one 
can obtain information 
about the early 1900 Sier¬ 
ra Madre mountain tourist 
business. On the old Mt. 
Wilson Trail there was 
Quarterway, (the Old 
Trading Post), Orchard 
Camp, Mt. Wilson, and 
Strains Camp. On the 
Sturtevant Trail leading 


from Sturtevant Drive to 
the Sturtevant Trail across 
the front of the mountain 
into the Big Santa Anita 
was Little Gray’s Inn, The

QUESTION: I have a 1979 
Toyota pickup truck that recently 
started to run roughly and make a 
loud noise in the engine area that 
sounds like an exhaust leak. The 
truck was tuned recently, so the 
problem is not with the ignition. Do 
you have any idea what it could be. - 
M.D. 

ANSWER; In many early 
model Toyota vehicles, there had 
been a problem with the exhaust 
manifold crac l^ . The problem was 
caused by the metal heat shield, 
which surrounds the manifold, 
holding in too much heat. If the 
exhaust manifold's bols were not 
sufficiently tightened, the manifold 
would crack. You can tell if you have 
the old or new style heat shield by 
looking at it. The new style shield 
will have vents on top.

My new friend, the

1:18 a.m. 1 heard a loud

hour before going outside 
to see if what 1 thought had 
happened had actually 
happened. The trap door 
was down, and all 1 could 
see from a safe distance 
was a mass of black and 
white fur. She was quiet 
and odorless. 1 contacted 
my friend, and she came to 
help me in the next phase. 

I learned that our skunk 
was female, about eight 
months old, and every inch 
a lady. From my apartment 
to the release site, she nev¬ 
er “musted”, a term for the 
casual scenting which is 
considerably milder than 
the actual spraying re¬ 
served for “life and death” 
purposes only. 

The next night yielded a 
male. My distance vision 
is bad, and it was pouring 
rain, so I checked a second 
time before calling my 
friend. I stepped closer, 
and called softly: “Hey, 
kitty, kitty, kitty...?” When 


no “meow” was forthcom¬ 
ing, and when I had 
stopped laughing at how 
silly I must have looked, I 
realized we had our second 
skunk. A gentleman. I felt 
so proud. 

Watching them waddle 
off into the horizon, I 
couldn’t help but feel that 
we had done a good thing. 
I’ve frankly lost track of 
how many days and nights 
I’ve spent in this venture, 
but it’s been a wonderful 
learning experience, and 
I’m finally pleased with 
the result. Everything 
smells like it’s supposed to 
again, things are back to 
normal again, and the 
skunks are in a better 
place. We all have our 
faults, and skunks are cer¬ 
tainly not without theirs, 
but they are just not cut out 
for life in “the city”, even 
quaint and idyllic little cit¬ 
ies like Sierra Madre. 
There are things we can do 
to discourage them with¬ 
out being inhumane. For 
one thing, when feeding 
pets outdoors, if the food 
must remain outdoors at 
night, simply put it on an 
elevated surface, like a ta¬ 
ble. Skunks do not jump, 
nor do they climb. (How 
often have we all heard 
that?)

The Need for Companionship 

The biblical story of the first woman’s creation is a 
profound statement about people’s need for companion¬ 
ship. The story begins: “It is not good for the man to be 
alone. I will make a suitable partner for him.” (Gene¬ 
sis 2:18) Then, with subtle psychological insight, the 
author tells his story. 

First God leads a parade of animals before the man, 
and one can sense the man’s frustration as they go by 
two by two. His sense of aloneness grows with each 
passing pair. The man needed someone just like him¬ 
self, someone with whom he could share himself. Then, 
when he saw the newly created woman, he cried out 
ecstatically, “This one, at last, is bone of my bone and 
flesh of my flesh!” 

Deep in everyone’s nature is a need for companion¬ 
ship. In ancient Israel everyone greatly feared being cut 
off from the people. Individuals derived their identity 
from inclusion in the larger group. David, as a young 
man, was separated from his family. He found himself 
all alone in the court of Israel’s King Saul. David must 
have felt lost and bewildered. Then Saul’s son, Jonathan, 
befriended David, and they became sure companions. 
And as King Saul grew increasingly hostile toward 
David, Jonathan, at considerable personal risk, stood by 
his friend and defended him. Their strong companion¬ 
ship enriched each of their lives. 

St. Paul, an individual Christian by definition, was 
dynamically involved with companions—with the 
Christian community. Baptism meant initiation into a
